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TREATMENT OF WATCHES. 


An Expert Tells How Time-Pieces Can Be 
Kept in Perfect Order. 

Having obtaineda really serviceable 
article you should, in order to pro- 
duce satisfactory results, follow out 
these rules: Wind up your watch 
every day at the same hour. This is 
generally done at the hour we retire 
to rest, or, perhaps, better still, at the 
hour we rise. Avoid putting a watch 
on a marble slab or near any thing ex- 
eessively cold. The sudden transition 
from heat to cold contracting the metal 
may sometimes cause the mainspring 
to break. Indeed, the cold coagulates 
the oil, and the wheel works and piv- 
ots working less freely affect the regu- 
lurity of the time-keeper. 

When we lay our watch aside we 
ought to slope it on a watch case so as 
to keep it nearly in the same position it 
hasin the poexet. In laying aside your 
watch be sure that it rests on its case. 
By suspending it free the action of the 
balance may cause oscillation, which 
may considerably interfere with its go- 
ing. 

If you would keep your watch clean 
you must be quite sure that the case 
fits firmly and never put it in any 
pocket but one made of leather. 
‘Those pockets which are lined with 
cloth, cotton or calico, give, by the 
constant frietion, a quantity of fluff, 
which enters most watches, even those 
the cases of which shut firmly. 

If the watch is not a ‘‘keyless” one 
the key should be small, in order that 
we may feel the resistance of the stop 
work; then we can stop in time with- 
ont forcing any thing. It is also nec- 








essary that the square of the key 
should correspond with that of the 
watch. If it be too large if may ina 


short time ecanse the wind up square 
to sulfer from undue wear and tear, 
the rectifying of which is rather ex- 
The hands of an ordinary 
watch can beturned backward without 
much risk. It is, however, always bet- 
ter to move the hands forward to ad- 
just your Watch to correct time. 

A skillful watchmaker one day thus 
reasoned with a eustomer who had 
complained of his watch: ‘You com- 
plained,” said he, ‘‘that your watch 
vains a minute a month. Well then, 
congratulate yourself when 
you have heard me. You are aware 
that in your watch, the balance, which 
is the regulator, makes five oscilla- 
tions every second, which is 432,000 
a day; so that your watch, exposed to 
all the vicissitudes which heat and 
cold oecasion it, the varying weight 
of the air and the shaking to which it 
is subjected, has not varied more than 
a minute a month or two seconds a 
day. It has only acquired with each 
vibration of the balance a variation of 
the 216,000th part of a second. Judge, 
then, what must be the extreme per- 
fection of the mechanism of this 
Watch.

period without being repaired or 
cleaned. Atthe expiration of a cer- 
tain time the oil dries up, dust accu- 
mulates, and wear and tear are inevi- 
table results to the whole machinery, 
the funetions become irregular, fre- 


quently ceasing to act altogether. A 
person possessing a watch of good 
quality, and desirous of. preserving it 
should have it cleaned every 
two years at least. But care should 
be taken to confide the cleaning or re- 
pairing to careful hands; an incapable 
workman may do great injury to a 
watch even of the simplest construc- 
tion.—Chambers’ Journal.

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LUMINOUS PAINT. 





Wherever It Can Absorb Light in the Day 
it Will Give it Forth at Night, 


Until now the commercial manufact- 
ure of lumimous paint has been con- 
fined to England, where a single 
factory turns out a small supply at a 
price of about $3 a pound. This enor- 
cost scems to have prevented

the use of:the paint except as a 
curiosity, and it is fortunate that a 
certain firm named Mahren,at Triesch, 


in Austrin, has found means to pro- 
duce it and place it on the market at 
ho cents a pound, or about one-sixth 
of the English price. Even at 50cents 
a pound asubstance composed of oyster 
shells and sulphur might, we should 
suppose, be manufactured at a good 
profit, but at that price it is likely to 
into extensive use. Whenever 
it can absorb light through the day it 
will give it forth at night, and it is 
said that a railway car in England, 
which has had its ceilings painted 
with it, Was so brilliantly illuminated 
that one could see to read a news- 
paper in it during the darkest night 
without other light. With all due al- 
lowance for the enthusiasm of early 
experimenters, there is no doubt that 
cars with ceilings so painted would be 
pleasant to ride in, whether one could 
really see to read in them at night or 
not; and for making key-holes, stair- 
ways and sign boards luminous the 
paint would be invaluable. Its appli- 
cation to“stairways is a particularly 
obvious ene, .and the Austrian manu- 
facturers “farnish a kind of wall paper 
on which the paint can be used to 
better advantage than on the bare 
plastering. “Lhe paper, whichis of a 
leathery texturé, is first treated with 
lime-water, and then primed with a 
composition furnished by the same 
firm. After this is dry two thin coats 
of the luminous. paint are applied, and 
the wholeemay’ then be varnished. — 
Philadelphia Record.

LEGAL LIMITATIONS. 


The Law Regarding Necessarices for Wives 
—Cases in Which Women Jurors Are 
Needed. 

By the English common law, still in 
force in England and those of our 
American States which adopted the 
common law, comprising a great ma- 
jority of the States, a wife has implied 
authority, as her husband's agent, to 
purchase articles necessary to the com- 
fort of herself and her family. This 
means, writes Mary A. Greene, in 
Woman's Journal, that the wife, even 
without her husband's consent, has a 
right to make purchases of clothing, 
food and other articles for herself and 
the family, and to have the amount 
charged to her husband. 

But this right of the wife is not un- 
limited. If it were, an extravagant 
woman might with legal impunity ren- 
der her husband penniless, and keep 
him thus. Moreover, the shop-keeper 
who sells goods to a married woman 
has aright to know to whom he is to 
look for his pay. Consequently we 
find the following limitations to the 
law: 

1. If the husband has requested his 
wife to trade only at certain stores, she 
has no right to buy goods and have the 
amount charged to him at any other 
stores. Andif he keeps her supplied 
with a sufficient amount of ready 
money to pay cash for her purchases, 
and has requested her not to buy on 
credit, he is not bound to pay for any 
thing she buys in violation of his ex- 
pressed request. In case of any dis- 
pute over this, it is for the jury to de- 
cide whether the amount of money 
given to her was sufficient for the fam- 
ily expenses, and in deciding this the 
jury is to consider the pecuniary cir- 
cumstances of the husband and the 
family’s manner of living. If he has 
not, in the opinion of the jury, provid- 
ed a sufficient amount, he is Hable for 
necessary articles which the wife has 
had charged to his account, and it is no 
defense for him to say that ho gave her 
some money for her expenses, if the 
jury think he did not give her enough. 

2. Ifthe wife abandons her husband 
without just cause, she has no longer 
any right to charge him for her pur- 
chases. But so strongly does the law 
protect this authority of the wife to 
pledge her husband's credit, that if she 
leaves him for just cause, she still has 
the right. The notices we often see in 
the papers, where a husband ‘‘posts” 
his wife, stating that he will pay no 
bills of her contracting, have absolutely 
no etfect to release him from his obliga- 
tion, if the wife is without fault in leav- 
ing him. They may serve to warn 
shop-keepers of ‘‘trouble ahead,” and 
to put them on their guard, but they do 
not absolve a husband from still pro- 
viding for his abused and, it may be, 
long-suffering wife. So in case of a 
judicial separation—not amounting to 
a divorce—unless somo definite agree- 
ment is made between the parties, the 
‘husband is still bound to pay bills of 
his wife’s contracting. 

3. If the shop-keeper, at the time a 
woman buys goods, knows she is a 
married woman, and yet prefers to 
charge the amount to her, he can not 
afterwards turn around and sue the 
husband for his pay. 

4. Not all the bills contracted by the 
wife are required to be paid by the 
husband. ‘They must be bills for ‘‘nec- 
essaries”’ for herself and her family. 
Now this term ‘‘necessaries” has a 
technical meaning in the law, much 
broader than its ordinary colloquial 
signification. In law it does not sim- 
ply include the bare necessities of life. 
Among persons not thoroughly conver- 
sant with law, there is a belief that it 
does mean only this and nothing more, 
and so they not unreasonably conclude 
that this particular law is very harsh 
to women. 

Now, in deciding ina given case 
whether the article purchased be ‘‘nec- 


» 





essary,” many things are to be consid- 
ered. Diamond ear-rings might be 


considered necessary for the wife of a 
President of the United States, while 
they would not be necessary for the 
wife of a day-laborer. Theoretically, 
it is forthe judge to say whether the 
particular article in question could pos- 
sibly be necessary for any one. If he 
thinks that it may be, it is then for the 
jury to say whether the article is nec- 
essary for this particular wife, and in 
deciding this, they must take into con- 
sideration the pecuniary condition of 
the husband, the style in which he 
lives, and the station in soviety of him- 
self and his family. 

Practically, at the present day, our 
courts take such a liberal view of the 
needs of wives, that a judge will sel- 
dom take upon himself the responsibil- 
ity of asserting that the article pur- 
chased could not by any possibility be 
necessary for any woman. He will 
leave it to the jury to decide upon the 
evidence. 

Thus, in a rather recent Massachu- 
setts case, a judge declined to rule that 
a piano, a gold watch and chain, and 
other articles of jewelry were not 
necessary for the wife of a carpenter 
and builder, thus implying that these 
articles might be necessary for her if 
the jury should find that her husband 
lived in a style sufficient, and had prop- 
erty enough, to warrant such a pur- 
chase. 

In an English case, arising about 
1820, the wife of a lawyer who had a 
small income and lived in a shabbily 
furnished house, bought kid gloves, 
laces and other ornaments to the value 
of several hundred pounds) Thecourt 
laid down very emphatically the rule 
that the husband’s pecuniary condition 
| must be considered in decidin'g what 
are ‘‘necessaries,” and stated that there 
must be some rule to protect a husband 
from the extravagances cf his wife. 
This being the second suit brought 
against this unfortunate man within 








two years, for extravagant puithases 
by his wife, he was so deeply mortified 
that he requested the reporter to print 
a fictitious name in place of his own in 
th volume containing the report of the 
case. 

This rule of necessaries applies also 
to suits against fathers for purchases 
made by their minor children. Thus, 
in England, a finger-ring and a gold 
watch and chain were considered nec- 
essary for the son of a nobleman in col- 
lege, but a ‘‘wine supper’ was not 
thought to be necessary for any youth 
whatever. 

It will be seen that if there be injus- 
tice to women in this particular matter 
of necessaries, it is not so much the 
law itself as the interpretation of it in 
a given case by the jury. It is the jury 
—the twelve men who theoretically 
represent the average sentiment of the 
community—who have the power to 
say what is necessary for a wife to 
have and to wear. The community is 
supposed to voice itself through a jury 
chosen from among the community. 
But how can twelve men represent the 
sentiment of a community composed of 
men and women, especially in a matter 
where a woman’s proper clothing and 
maintenance are in question? Would 
not the presence of six women on the 
jury insure a more intelligent verdict 
in such a case? 





Offsetting Ideas. 





The English anti-suffrage women 
have done a good service by calling out 
much comment. The Salem Observer 
says: ‘‘In England the cause of woman 
suffrage has in some respects made 
greater advances than in this country. 
Its opponents are in their last ditch, so 
to speak, and the contest for impartial 
privileges is well on towards success.” 
The opponents say: ‘Suffrage should 
not be forced upon women.” To this 
very proper sentiment nearly every- 
body will agree. We certainly do not 
know of any advocate of woman suf- 
frage who could dissent from it. Sufs 
frage should not be forced upon women, 
neither should it be forced upon men. 
In this respect there should be equality 
of exemption as between the sexes. 
Suffrage should not be forced upon 
women who do not want it. Good. 
Now, again, suffrage should not be 
withheld from women who do want it. 
Good also. One idea is as good as the 
other, and both almost exhaust tha 
subject. But not quite, for, after all, 
there are political duties as well as 
rights; and every man ought to be 
willing to help a good government by 
casting his vote for good men, so wom- 
en should be expected to take their 
share of their great responsibility. One 
of these days they will see it in this 
light. —Woman’s Journal. 
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SUFFRAGE GLEANINGS. 


Mrs. ALLEN HAMILTON, a sister ol 
Congressman Holman, of Indiana, whoa 
died recently at Fort Wayno, be. 
queathed $1,000 to the cause of woman 
suffrage, the money to be held in trust 
by Mrs. Lucy Stone and Susan B. 
Anthony. 

THE Woman's Medical College o! 
Chicago, celebrated the opening of ita 
twontieth year of instruction, recently. 
Over one hundred students have been 
enrolled for the present year, and a 
large, new college building is nearly 
completed, which will be used for oper. 
ations and lectures. 

Susan B. ANTHONY has written ta 
Mayor Grace, of New York, suggesting 
that one of the permanent buildings of 
the World's Fair be set aside to women, 
for an exhibit of their work. ‘While 
the men of the country,” she says, 
‘shall rear temples in honor of Colum. 
bus, it will surely be most fitting for 
the women to celebrate the virtues of 
Queen Isabella." 

WomMEN as Inspectors of Custom in 
New York, have proved a _ success. 
Their employment in the ex- 
amination of the baggage and 
persons of women passengers is very 
appropriate, and they have displayed 
much detective skill. The names of 
fifty-two candidates for positions as 1n- 
spectors have been published by tha 
Custom House authorities. They have 
all passed the Civil Service examina. 
tion. 

WOMAN'S SUFFRAGE does not lose in 
the new State constitut:ons. In North 
and South Dakota, Washington and 
Idaho school ‘suffrage is accorded to 
women; and in Montana, upon all ques- 
tions submitted to the vote of tax-pay- 
ers women tax-payers can vote. in 
South Dakota and Washington it is pro 
vided that the question of giving women 
full suffrage shall be referred to a spe- 
cial vote of the people, and women 
now voters can vote onthe question. 
There is a real advance along the 
whole line.—N. Y. Independent. 

SWEDEN would seem to be a country 
after the heart of the most pronounced 
advocate of woman’s rights. Women 
are there employed in all the vocations 
which ordinarily are conceded to be 
the peculiar property of mankind. Evy- 
ery Swedish girl not born to wealth is 
taught a trade of some kind, and it is 
now triumphantly announced that 
Swedish women will shortly receive 
equal political rights with their hus- 
bands and other male relatives. 

THE Nation, in an article on ‘The 
Politics of English Women,” calls at- 
tention to the fact that while English 
women of the highest social Standing 
take a great deal more interest in poli- 
tics than American women do, many of 
them are opposed to woman suffrage. 
The reason is easily arrived at. Should 
the suffrage be extended so as to in- 
clude women as a class, these high- 
bred ladies would lose their influence 
in politics and count less than many 
women of the best character with whom 
they have not the least sympathy.— 
Central Christian Advocate.
